Travers, Lomond and Carmangay 
grain buyers report that average 
yields of spring wheat in their dis¬ 
tricts are not expected to be more 
that ; v > to 22 bushels per acre, but 
most other districts forecast an 
average yield of 30 to 35 bushels 
per acre. Grade of spring wheat 
now' being combined will range 
from 3 Northern down to 6 and 
feed where crons wbre late and 
were frozen, but most wheat in the 
county will grade 4 Northern. 

A weather disturbance accom¬ 
panied by scattered showers held 
up harvest operations in some dis¬ 
tricts as much as a full day the 
middle of last week and the pos¬ 
sibility of showers the middle of 
this week is forecast.

Eighteen Combines, Trucks Converge On Ernie Bowie Farm To Lend a Helping Hand 


The pioneer spirit of helping out 
your neighbor is still very much 
alive in the west, as was proven 
on Sunday, Oct. 3, when the 
neighbors of Ernie Bowie, who 
was hospitalized for surgery, 
gathered with combines and trucks 
at the Bowie farm 15 miles south¬ 
east of Vulcan and completed his 
harvesting before starting on their 


It was the first day that wheat

Swath Fire Threatens Field 

At the Eugene MacLean farm several miles west of Vul¬ 
can they have an added problem to those of bad weather, 
shortage of labor and a heavy year for breakdowns. One of 
their swathed fields was set afire last weekend. 

Between 4:00 u.m. and 5:00 a.m. Sunday morning a 
trucker hauling a grunary along the Connemara road spotted 
flames in a field of MacLean property and rushed to the 
Atkinson farm to warn the owners. By the time they arrived 
ut the scene Gale Atkinson and the trucker were already fight¬ 
ing the blaze. Luckily there was very little wind and the grain 
was damp so it was not difficult to control. 

Had there been a high wind and dry grain the flames 
could have run the length of the field and into a field of 
Steve Dixon’s where harvesting machinery was parked. 

About 200 yards of swath were Involved and the evidence 
towards it being an intentional act by someone rather than 
accidental Is in the fact that the fire was along the second 
swath in from the fence line, which is too far for a thrown 
match or cigarette butt and in that at one spot it appears 
straw was bunched into a pile possibly to start lilaze. 

At least two other fires, these along ditch lilies during 
haying season this summer have been fought by farmers along 
the same road only a few miles apart.

Advocate Classifieds Do The Job 


Last year Consumers’ Association 
of Canada measured juices in six 
standard sizes of can. In three 
sizes they found cans which did 
not contain the amount of juice 
stated on the label. However, most 
of the cans met the Department 
of Agriculture regulation concern¬ 
ing headspace. It looked as if it 
were not possible for manufac¬ 
turers always to fill certain sizes 
so that the can, after processing, 
contained the amount of juice stat¬ 
ed on the label. 

The Department of Agriculture 
was asked to revise labels of can¬ 
ned juices to state the contents 
correctly, since the cans are inter¬ 
national standard sizes and can¬ 
not be changed easily. 

CAC understands that new re¬ 
vised labels will be required by 
January 1, 1966. When this comes 
into effect, you can be sure when 
you buy any size of canned juice, 
that you are getting the amount 
stated on the label. We couldn’t 
be sure of this in the past. 


Do you check your monthly 
statements carefully? Check your 
budget statement. Reports have 
reached CAC of continual mistakes 
made by some department stores 
in their budget accounts. This has 
been drawn to the stores attention. 

Don’t forget that even machines 
can make mistakes!

OVERWINTERING TURFGRASS 

At this time of the year most 
home owners are wondering what 
they should do to prepare their 
lawns for ' winter. Many stop 
watering, cutting, and fertilizing 
their lawns quite early in the fall. 
At the Lethbridge Research Sta¬ 
tion we have found that, if turf- 
grass goes into the winter dry and 
unclipped, it looks very poor in 
the spring and takes several weeks 
to bring it back to condition. 

Most damage to turfgrass from 
disease and other causes occurs 
during the winter. Winterkilling 
seldom is caused by subzero tem¬ 
peratures alone, but it may also 
result from desiccation or attack 
by fungus organisms that thrive at 
low temperatures. The disease most 
commonly caused by these low- 
temperature fungi is called snow 
mold. In the spring it is recognized 
by irregular patches of dead turf 
and frequently a mass of white 
mold is seen on the grass just after 
the snow melts. 

Snow mold may be controlled 
with an inorganic mercury fungi¬ 
cide, such as Calo-clor or Merfu- 
san, used as directed on the label. 
It should be applied in the late 
October, preferably before the first 
heavy snowfall. 

If certain areas of the lawn are 
repeatedly damaged by cold injury 
or desiccation, the damage may be 
avoided with a snow trap. Snow 
may be trapped with small snow 
fences or by covering the grass 
with brush. 

General recommendations for 
preparing the turf for winter are: 

1) Continue cutting, watering 
and fertilizing the lawn untit the 
end of October. 

2) If required, treat for snow 
mold, cold injury, or desiccation by 
methods described.

Hobson's Choice 


Hobson was an innkeeper, famous for the way 
he asked his guests what they would like for dinner. 
When they had told him what they would like, he 
would tell them what they could have. Thus the meals 
he served came to be known as “Hobson’s Choice.” 

The offer of medicare assistance being made by 
the government of Canada to the governments of the 
provinces is very much like the choice of food that 
Hobson offered his guests. The provinces may express 
their opinions but the final decisions are being made 
by the federal government. 

Under the provisions of the BNA Act, such mat¬ 
ters- as health and welfare are the responsibility of 
the provincial, not of the federal government. But 
the eagerness of our federal politicians to share in 
the power and the glory of promoting state welfare 
in Canada has committed them to some form of com¬ 
pulsory, national health insurance regardless of its 
cost, regardless of its merits or demerits, regardless 
of the hardship it is sure to impose on the people 
least able to afford it, and regardless of the BNA Act. 

At the recent federal-provincial conference, it 
fell to the lot of the federal government to formulate 
a plan for nation-wide, tax-supported, compulsory 
medicare insurance that would be acceptable to all 
the provinces, and that would circumvent the provi¬ 
sion in the BNA Act confining such responsibilities 
to the provincial government. Though it failed to pro¬ 
duce a plan that would give all the provinces more 
than it would take from them, the federal government 
did devise one that most of the provincial govern¬ 
ments feel it would be politically inexpedient to reject. 

At first glance the plan seems to be simple and 
generous. Under it the federal government undertakes 
to pay half the cost of any compulsory medicare in¬ 
surance plan established and operated by a provincial 
government. 

During the last three years Saskatchewan has 
been operating a partial medicare insurance plan 
which was intended to be financed by a tax of $12 
per family per year on the people. After the first year 
of operation, the tax doubled to $24 per family. But 
$24 comes far short of paying the cost, and the 
government is afraid to increase the tax to anything 
like the full cost. The offer of the federal government 
to pay half the total cost of the plan looks like manna 
from Heaven to the people of Saskatchewan. But is it? 
* # * • 

The Government of Canada has neither manna 
nor money to give to anyone; and whatever it gives, 
it must first collect from the people of all the pro¬ 
vinces, Saskatchewan included. There is no possibility 
of the people of Saskatchewan, or of any other pro¬ 
vince, securing exemption from the taxes which the 
government of Canada will have to collect in order 
to pay its share of the cost of these proposed medi¬ 
care insurance plans. 

The Government of Alberta believes that charity 
should be given only to those who need it, that it is 
a sinful waste of the taxpayers’ money and a betrayal 
of trust to give charity where it is not needed. For 
this reason, Premier Manning is opposed. But what 
choice has he? His people will be taxed by the federal 
government to support the plan whether they join it 
or not and whether they receive any benefits from it 
or not. Under such conditions Alberta is more than 
likely to go along. 

British Columbia is in a similar position and will 
also go along rather than be taxed without receiving 
benefits. 

Manitoba is not opposed to the idea of some form 
of medicare insurance; but not at the expense of 
every other reform; and before committing itself, it 
wants to know exactly what it will cost and what 
other needed reforms might have to be abandoned if 
this one is adopted. But here again the province has 
little choice, for, whether it joins in the plan or not, 
its people are going to be taxed to pay the federal 
government’s share of the costs. 

The same is true of other provinces. They are 
asked whether or not they approve of the plan, but 
they know that whether or not they join it their 
people are going to be taxed to pay for it.

Vulcan District Homesteader Looks Back 


(By “Maverick”) . 

We remember Section 4 as a 
pioneer's landmark on the old 
wagon trails of yesteryear. In the 
days before homesteaders’ fences 
crossed these rights-of-way, set¬ 
tlers were allowed unobstructed 
passage over the entire prairie 
rangeland. The most important 
point of interest to the traveller 
was the campsite, which hail to be 
at or near a creek or spring for 
water supply. 

These river crossings or fords 
were tricky things and the green¬ 
horn had to be alert in crossing 
when these streams ran high, so 
that fords were usually at a point 
wide and shallow with a good sub¬ 
stantial bottom. 

One of the best known of the 
old wagon trails was the Blaekfuot 
Trail, which ran between the 
Blackfoot reserve at Gleichen and 
Cluny- to the Blood and Peigan 
reserves in the south. 

This trail crossed the Little Bow 
creek in the S.E. Vi of Sec. 4-14-24 
at the Purcell & Baldwin Ranch. 
The S.W. quarter of this section 
was homesteaded by John Bastin 
from England and the N.E. quar¬ 
ter was homesteaded by Mildred 
Van Horne, a member of a well 
known Lethbridge family who had 
come from Kingston, Ont. The 
N.W. quarter was homesteaded by 
Charles R. Williamson from Inger- 
soll, Ont. The west half of this 
Section 4 is now owned by Gus 
Erdman. 


RETIRES— One of the foremost 
authorities on range grasses in 
western North America, J. A. 
"Scotty” Campbell, retired from 
the Alberta Civil Service Septem¬ 
ber 30. Chief Grazing Appraiser 
with the Lands Branch of the De¬ 
partment of Lands and Forests, 
Mr. Campbell has been in the de¬ 
partment’s employ continuously, 
since 1944. L. M. Forbes has been 
named to Mr. Campbell’s position. 

Born in Dumbarton, Scotland, 
Mr. Campbell came to Edmonton 
in 1910. During the 1920's he work¬ 
ed as a laboratory assistant in the 
University of Alberta botany de¬ 
partment. Studying in his spare 
time, he obtained a B.Sc. in 1930 
and his Masters in 1934, majoring 
in botany and plant pathology. 
Following graduation he worked at 
the Manyberries Experimental Sta¬ 
tion and in 1937 took a similar 
position in Swift Current, Sas¬ 
katchewan. 

A charter member of the Ameri¬ 
can Society of Range Management. 
Mr. Campbell is also a member of 
the Agricultural Institute of 
Canada and of the Alberta Insti¬ 
tute of Agrologists He is greatly 
admired and respected by fellow 
professionals in his particular 
Kllunw riMU. OI.MM! 1 I'Uliyp IIIUIUIKd- 
ment authorities readily acknow¬ 
ledge that “Scotty" is an expert 
on range grasses. A very modest 
person, he lays claim to only one 
particular aptitude, “a pretty good 
memory”, which his co-workers 
describe as remarkable. 

Mr. Campbell was honoured on 
his retirement by his co-workers 
and Department of Lands and 
Forests officials at a dinner Mon¬ 
day. September 27. 


Charles Williamson was home¬ 
stead inspector . for the district 
from Lethbridge north to township 
18. In the early days the William¬ 
son youngsters had the experience 
of herding both horses and cattle 
on the open range on both sides 
of the Little Bow before rural 
schools were established. They 
later attended Washington school, 
the first rural school constructed 
north of the river. 

In the year 1906 (the Sun Fran¬ 
cisco earthquake year), the price 
of cattle was $34 a head for a 
whole herd, with calves thrown in 
gratis. Mature steers, three and 
four years old, would fetch $40 
a head. 

The years of 1906 and 1907 saw 
the last of the large.cattle round¬ 
ups in this part of the country. 
The tough winter closed out many 
of the cattle ranches and the 
ranchers turned to raising horses 
to meet the needs of the settlers 
for power for working their home¬ 
steads. The price of horses rose 
steadily — $200 and up to $300 
was a common price for a good 
horse. MacKay Bros, of Carman- 
gay owned a span of geldings 
worth $2,000 and these were shown 
at various fairs. 

So much for Sec. 4-14-24. But 
another Section 4 just 12 miles 
north was also an important spot 
in the early days. The brothers 
Galbraith from Orangeville, Ont. 
homesteaded Sec. 4-16-24 and 
established the first illustration 
farm in the district. D. H. Gal¬ 
braith was highly skilled in agri¬ 
culture, being a graduate of the 
Ontario College at Guelph and he 
never tired of producing varieties 
of grains and shrubbery from ex¬ 
perimental stations and other 
sources. 

The Galbraiths' seed grain and 
plants were in good demand and 
they also introduced the first good 
breeding stock ot draught and 
thoroughbred horses as well as 
dairy cattle. 

A. Clark Galbraith was a school 
teacher and was also secretary- 
treasurer of our large local im¬ 
provement district before the 
municipal distiicts were establish¬ 
ed. At that time land taxes were 
levied via Edmonton and we were 
taxed the whole sum of two dol¬ 
lars per quarter section. A. C. Gal¬ 
braith later became secretary of 
I he Calgary Stock Exchange. 

We sent D. H. “Hec" Galbraith 
as our representative to the pro¬ 
vincial legislature* 4o clear off an¬ 
other brush job on Section 4-53-24, 
due north of Vulcan (today the 
joint is known as Edmonton). In 
April 1910 there was a terrible 
political catastrophe on this par¬ 
ticular section it was known as 
the Alberta and Great Waterways 
Mlrthquake, a real mess. The first

Alberta legislature collapsed •— 
members went on strike over 
fringe benefits and lower pay for 
contractors who were engaged to 
build a railroad over muskug ter¬ 
rain, with natural horsepower and 
equipment, etc., for $20,000 per 
mile. 

The Galbraith homestead on Sec¬ 
tion 4-16-24 eventually became the 
site of the Vulcan Airport. 

Section 4-17-22 was the silt' of 
the first sod shanty in this district. 
Known as the Heath Hill then, it 
is now occupied by the abandoned 
Reid Hill school, which had John 
Diefenbakor's uncle as its first 
teacher.

Rising From The Ocean Depths...

During recent Royal Navy Sub¬ 
marine Escape Trials off Malta 10 
men safely reached the surface of 
the sea from a depth of 500 feet. 
This breaks all known records. The 
previous official record, set up also 
by the Royal Navy In undersea 
tests in the Mediterranean in 1962, 
was from a depth of 250 feet. 

The increasing depths at which 
modern submarines operate make 
the latest feat of great Importance 
to submarine crews all over the 
world. In this field of tests and 
performances Britain holds a com¬ 
manding lead. 

The tests from 500 feet were 
made from the British submarine 
Orpheus (1,610 tons). The "es¬ 
capers” were released one by one 
at intervals of three-and-a-half 
minutes. 

To make his "escape” from the 
submarine, each man—you might 
call him a “diver in reverse”—en¬ 
tered a built-in cylinder which was 
then flooded at increasing pres¬ 
sures. 

When the water in the cylinder 
reached the pressure of the sea 
outside the submarine, the man 
was automatically released and the 
equipment he was wearing carried 
him swiftly to the surface. 

• • ■ 

This equipment includes a special 
kind of submarine escape-suit de¬ 
signed and developed in Britain. It 
is made of cotton material and has 
a hood which covers the face and 
shoulders. The hood has a plastic 
face-piece through which the man 
can see. He also wears a life¬ 
jacket, inflated with air. As he 
rises from the depths, the decreas¬ 
ing pressure of the sea allows a 
regulated quantity of air to es¬ 
cape from his life-jacket. This air 
is led through a pipe to his hood 
and so enables him to go on 
breathing under the sea until he 
gets up to the surface. 

The equipment and technique 
have been developed to avoid the 
possibility of the “escaper” falling
